New York, March 28.—George 


W. Perkins, formerly vice presi- 
dent of the New York Life Insur- 
ance company, was arrested today 
on a warrant charging grand lar- 
ceny in the first degree, issued by 
Magistrate Joseph Moss. 


Before he was arraigned in ronrt 


his counsel applied to Justice Oreen- 
baum of the supreme court for a writ 
of habeas corpus, directing the pro- 
duction of Mr. Perkins before Justice 
Greenbaum. The writ was granted. 


This proceeding 
takes 
the 
case 


from the jurisdiction 
of the 
magis- 


trate and carries it directly 
to 
the 


supreme court, \vhich, 
however, 
is 


not the highest court in the state, 
there being an appellate division and 
a court of appeals still 
higher, 
to 


which the case might be appealed. 


Mr. Perkins was 
arrested 
by 
a 


' county detective from the office 
of 


the district attorney. 


When Magistrate Moss 
adjourned 


his police court at noon he 
said 
he 


was waiting for Mr. Perkins to be 
brought before that court, but he had 
not appeared. 


In the petition in which Mr. Per- 


kins asked for a writ of habeas corpus 
he declared that -he 
is 
"imprisoned 


and restrained of his liberty" by the 
detective and that he is not commit- 
ted by judgment of any tribunal. 


In his petition Mr. Perkins declared 


also that his imprisonment and re- 
straint are illegal and that the war- 
rant is void in that no evidence 
of 


any crime or act justifying his arrest 
ha.d been submitted 
to 
Magistrate1 


Moss, and that the magistrate 
was-: 


without jurisdiction to issue the war- 
rant. 


Appended to the petition is a copy 


of the warrant issued by Magistrate 
Moss, which sets forth that upon in- 
formation made by him "one George 
W. Perkins did commit the crime 
of grand larceny in its first decree." 


The date named in the warrant is

as»et a« American* are inclined to 
suppote. A atudy of the curious phas- 
es of life in eaatern and central Eu- 
rope would reveal some astonishing 
facts concerning the degradation of 
royalty, 
in many parts of iXirope 


the father's title is inherited by alt 
bis children, and there are said to be 
many villages in Austria. Poland and 
Russia in which all the peasants arc 
legitimately descended 
from 
some 


princely ancestor. They are legally 
described as "prince" in all official 
documents, and on leaving 
their 


homes many of these peasant princes 
find themselves greatly handicapped 
by the burden of a high-sounding title. 
Unfortunately, however, they cannot 
get rid of their titles, and are driven 
to the expedient of trying to conceal 
their existence. In this they are not 
often successful, for by the police 
regulations no employe can be en- 
gaged without showing his "papers'*, 
in which the rank, age and occupation 
are stated. 
The reason that titles 


prove a handicap to the peasant so 
afflicted is that few people are willing 
to engage a workman of legally far 
higher rauk than themselves. 
Thus 


the peasant prince finds himself with- 
out a job, and as often as he secures 
one the production of his "papers" 
is apt to end the engagement 


• . 
The Royal Color. 


Purple has always been considered 


the royal color. The ill fated Charles 
I. -/as. however, at his own desire, 
crowned in a robe of white. Although 
he was seriously reminded that of th* 
two exceptions to this rule, Richard 
II. and Henry VI. who wore white 
satin rohos at their coronations; both 
had come to a violent end, one at 
Pontefract castle and one in the 
Tower, Charles I. was resolute in his 
decision, and, when, 
twenty-three 


years afterward, almost to a day, his 
body was conveyed 
to its 
grave 


through a heavy snowstorm, the su- 
perstitious could not help remarking 
that the third "white king" bad suf- 
fered a violent death. 


The Licorice Plant. 


Our entire licorice supply—about 


two millions dollars' worth yearly— 
comes from the countries bordering 
on the Mediterranean. 


Most people think 
that 
licorice 


comes from the wooden twigs and 
branches of a tree. 
But in reality 


the licorice root is the root part 
of a very pretty, dainty plant, which 
has 
beautifully shaped leaves that 


nre colored bright green on one side 
and pale silvery green on the other. 


The licorice plant is a perennial, 


and in England, where they are trying 
to make an industry of raising it, the 
experimenters plant it in rows be- 
tween cabbages and potatoes. 


The Candle Nut. 


This nut is a native of the Pacific 


Islands, and the name is derived from 
the ract that the kernels are so full 
of oil that when dried they can be 
stuck on reeds and used as candlei. 
The people of Hawaii, after having 
roasted these nuts and removed the 
shells, reduce the kernels to a paste, 
which, when flavored with pepper and 
sait, is said to be a most appetizing 
dish. The husk of the nut and the 
gum which exudes from the tree have 
medicinal values, while the burned 
shell is used to make an indelible 
ink with which tattooing is done. 


Cats on Ocean Liners, 


Every large ocean liner carrying 


pp^scngers always has on board from 
six to ten cats, these being appor- 
tioned to various parts of the ship, as 
well as appearing in 
the vessel's 


books as regard the rations they draw. 
A few of the first class saloon cats 
have become quite celebrated, espe- 
cia'ly in the long-voyage boats that 
go to India and Australia.

Oeepite Their Great Age They Have 


Ntvtr Faded. 


Despite their extreme old a*e. in 


spite of tne long time that these col- 
on have been exposed to the influ- 
ences of the weather, they are yet so 
brilliant and fresh that it is scarcely 
conceivable that they have endured 
for thousands of years. 
With few 


exceptions, these astonishingly dur- 
able colors were made of minerals. 
The ever present brownish red was 
a mixture of ferric-oxide and clay 
from the' Egyptian red Irou-ocnra 
beds. 
As for tbe yellow color, be- 


sides gold bronze and leaf gold, fer- 
ric-oxide was also made to serve, this 
being mixed, according to the shade 
desired, with variable masses of al- 
umina, lime, and the like. By heating 
these last mixtures, the brown tints 
were obtained, and the orange shades 
by adding red. An inscription written 
by a builder of the PyrttMds, Neb,- 
Fermed, and placed there four thou- 
sand years before Christ, proudly pro- 
claims that "All color decorations for 
the Temple must be everlasting as 
the gods themselves." 


Foundation of Skeletons. 


It has been discovered that the 


great city of London rests on a foun- 
dation of skeletons—hundreds 
of 


thousands of skeletons that extend 
east and west, north and south, from 
boundary to boundary of the world's 
metropolis, and beyond. There they 
lie, compressed into a. compact mass

Strength of Sand.

sand, placed in a box of thin sheet 
iron, or even in a canvas bag, arul 
subjected 
to . slight 
compression, 


forms a mass capable of resisting a 
pressure of sixtj tons, without break- 
ing or even stra.uing the box or Lag. 
The sand, however, remains perfectly 
divisible, so that if a small hole 
be made in the box or bag it will 
flow slowly, and with so little force 
that a small piece of paper pasted 
over the opening will check the flow, 
even with the sixty tons weight up- 
on it.

itinerary of the ritesi scientific bus 
hunt of the state horticultuial depart- 
ment of California, says the San Fran- 
cisco Call. 


The hunter was George 
Comi>ere. 


who arrived In this city by steamship 
from China. Compere went for p.ira- 
sites to prey on two kinds of scales 
that infest and destroy orange trees. 
One sort he found and carried to West 
Australia on a government order. The 
second parasite involved the 
most 


curious quest for relief from pests and 
the longest one in point of miles tra- 
versed in the interest of science that 
the annals of such work may boast. 


The purple scale damages the orange 


trees of southern California 
largely. 


Some months ago a parasite that kills 
the purple scale was found and many 
of its eggs were sent to this city to the 
quarantine station for insect pests in 
the Ferry building in cold storage. 
Tkere the specimens were viewed with 
great admiration 
by Ehrhorn and 


Carnes and great results were hoped 
for. 
Unfortunately, the eggs did .«ot 


hatch. Probably the cold storage was 
too severe for them. 


How to get the parasites here in 


shape to do business as against the 
purple scale was a question that be- 
came pressing. Compere was circum- 
navigating the world. Communication 
was had with him, and it was agreed 
that trees infested with the 
purple 


scale"should be sent from San Francis- 
co to China, to be taken inland sev- 
eral hundreds of miles in China and 
there exposed to the visits of the pur- 
ple scale exterminator. 


Compere found the trees from Cali- 


fornia in China at a seaport. He then 
had to journey by boat many days ui 
a river that ran so swiftly that oars- 
men could not row against the current 
and it was necessary to have cooliet 
on the river banks pull the boats aloiu 
with ropes for days at a time. Finally, 
after some rough experiences, Compert 
reached the province that is the home 
of the enemy of the purple scale. Then 
he went ashore. Thousands of Chinese 
farmers in the neighborhood had nevoi 
seen a white man before. They wert 
very curious and came miles to sei 


ipi 


Washing in the Orient. 


The Japanese rip their garments 


apart for every washing and they iron 
their clothes by spreading them on 
a flat board and leaning this 
up 


against the house to dry. The sun 
takes the wrinkles out of the clothes 
and some of them have quite a lustre. 
The Japanese woman does her wash- 
ing out of doors. 
Her wash tub is 


not more than six inches high. 


The hardest worked washerwomen 


in the world are tho Coreans. They 
have to wash about a dozen dresses 
for their husbands, and they have 
plenty to do. The washing is usual- 
ly dnno in cold water and often in 
running streams. 
The clothes are 


pounded with paddles until they shino 
like a shirt from a laundry. 


The owner of the boat in which Com- 
pere had journeyed would not tie his 
boat to the river bank at night, be- 
cause he knew that he would be killed 
by Chinese thieves who wished to ge. 
the boat, and he anchored nightly in 
the middle of the river. The traveleo 
orange trees were taken ashore ana 
were carried by two men many more 
miles by land. There the purple scale 
exterminator finally made its home in 
the imported trees. 


Once more the trees were picked up 


and laboriously carried by hand by two 
coolies to the river. The trees were 
shipped by Compere, and he accompa- 
nied them to the sea. Then they wore 


! put, after a time, on a steamship for 


San Francisco, and they reached this 
port simultaneously with 
Compere, 


having journeyed 12,000 miles by sea, 
some hundreds of miles by river ant] 
as many more hundreds by land. 


From now on 
the 
trees will be 


j watched with daily and constant care. 


If the purple scale parasites on them 
develop and live, the problem of relieJ 
to Southern California orchards will 
have been solved. If they fail to ful 
fill expectations then a second journey 
to China will be necessary. The search 
will be kept up as long as the pest ex- 
ists.

dise, whose beautiful feathers are so 
highly prized in the millinery trade. 
No one knows why the varieties of 
this beautiful bird are confined to the 
island of New Guinea and the neigh- 
boring coasts of Australia.

deal depends on the choice of shops. 
One of the most satisfactory ways 
of buying provisions is not to visi; 
any shops, but to repair to the open- 
air markets. 
In certain public squares 


of the capitals little stalls are fixed up 
every morning and hern fruit, vege- 
tables, meat, poultry, hardware and 
haberdashery oan be bought 
up 
to 


noon. 
But, at the strike of 12 every 


booth and stall vanishes.

The Lewiston Sun quotes a part of 


an editorial from 
The Herald and 


a few approving words of comment 
from the Boston Journal, itself in- 
dulging in comment not so favorable. 


The 
Herald 
expressed 
impa- 


tience at the unpatriotic utterances 
of the 
anti-imperialists 
and 
The 


Journal compared those -who today 
view with alarm every success of the 
American arms and 
the "peace-at- 


»ny-price men of the Civil War per- 
iod." The Sun thinks it would pre- 
fer to he "called peace-at-any-prlce 
rather than 
-war-at-an^price" 


goes on as follows: 


and 


"It was war-at^any-price that drove 


the country into the shameful attack 
on the weak and yielding Spain. It 
•was war at any price that waged the 
shameful war af< aggression on Mexi- 
co. It was war at 
any price—the 


price of bad faith—that accomplished 
the conquest of the Philippines, with 
slaughter, torture and shameful dis- 
ease." 


The Sun makes some queer state- 


ments. 
Spain was weak undoubted- 


ly, but certainly 
not yielding. 
It 


was her cruelty and arrogance that 
brought on the war. The United 
States could hardly criticise the Eur- 
opean powers for permitting the ter- 
rible massacres in the Turkish prov- 
inces, while allowing to pass unheed- 
ed atrocities almost as bad at Its very 
doors. 
Spain had forfeited all her 


rights in Cuba and had made that is- 
land a constant menace to the health 
of this country. 
The war 
which 


drove her from the 
island forever 


was a war fought in a righteous 
cause, a "war which has been amply 
Justified by the results. 


Our war with Mexico -was brought 


about, if we read history 
right, by 


the admission to the Union of Texas, 
once a part of Mexican territory, but 
at that time an independent republic. 
The Sun, Jf its reasoning is followed 
to its logical conclusion, would have 
us give Texas back to Mexico now. 


In connection -with the 'Philippine 


hostilities, The Sun repeats the same 
old charges of slaughter and torture, 
charges denied time and time again 
by men who speak with authority, 
civil and military 
authorities and 


special correspondents

the facts from 
actual 
observation. 


What is the use of attempting to dis- 
credit the American scldler in his 
own country, when in other lands he 
is acknowledged to be one of the 
bravest and most chivalrous of foes?

The Civil War was a conflict to be 


deplored, but that it was inevitable is 
a universally acknowledged fact. If it 
had not come -when it did, it would 
unquestionably have come later.- The 
cause was slavery and only the re- 
moval of the cause 
could 
prevent 


war. 
The questions involved could 


only be settled on the 
battlefield. 


No amount of regret can alter the la- 
mentable fact. It is merely inciden- 
tal that the war with Spain did more 
than anything else to reunite a coun- 
try nearly broken in twain by four 
years of civil strife.

ninety-nine years, the oldest resident 
of 
Hampton, has been lying at 


death's door for several days. 


She was born in Wakefield Sept. 


28. 1807. the daughter of Edward and 
Sally (Wentworth) Dearborn. 


She came of a long lived family. 


A paternal aunt, Mrs. Lydia Cate, 
died in Lynn, June 25. 1901, aged 
ninety-nine years. A great-aunt, Mrs. 
Sarah T. Frost, lived to be a cen- 
tenarian, and her parents died octo- 
genarians. A half brother, James F. 
Dearborn, lived at Efflngham, 
aged 


more than eighty. 


Miss Dearborn had two own sis- 


ters, and was one of. a family of ten, 
alf brothers and sisters included. 


At the age of fifteen Miss Dearborn 


entered 
the 
household 
of Adam 


Brown of Wolfboro, the most pros- 
perous farmer in that section. At the 
outset Miss Dearborn's weekly wage 
was fifty cents, part of which went 
to a fund of savings. 
She 
bought 


wool and spun and wove all the cloth 
from which she made her own dress- 
es. 


Her duties in part 
included the 


churning and making the gutter and 
cheese Irom the milk of twenty cows, 
the farm at frequent intervals dis- 
patching four-ox loads of> its various 
products to market. 


The house was a center of hospi- 


tality, and the duties devolving upon 
Miss Dearborn were many and exact- 
ing. She steadily took an increasing 
part in the ordering of the household 
affairs and for seventy years lived 
with the Browns as a member of the 
family. 
' 


For the past fifteen years she had 


lived in Hampton at the 
home of 


Capt. and Mrs. John S. James, the 
latter a devoted niece. 


Until the Summer of 1902 she an- 


nually paid a long visit to her home 
of seventy years at Wolfboro, taking 
the electric- before her door for Hamp- 
ton depot and making the long jour- 
ney by train without escort. 


In 1902 she went unattended to Ex- 


eter to select a wedding gift for a 
grandniece, and until her present in- 
disposition, had insited in sharing in 
the household work. 


She was a deft needlewoman, and 


spent much of her time In making 
patchwork quilts of marked beauty. 


Miss Dearborn had been a member 


of the Methodist church since 1843.

Take into consideration all the cir- 


cumstances and it is plain that an 
attempt at rescue is probable.

prisoners, it is likely that some inno- 
cent life 'would be lost, just as it was 
at Rockingham Junction on the day 
that Spring and Gouin did their 
work.

In this manner we may be 
sure of avoiding any further trouble.
